MARCH  UNIFORM  PRICE  $4.46 

Dairy  farmers  vno  delivered  Grade  "A"  milk  to  handlers  subject  to  the 
Fort  Wayne  milk  order  in  March  1966,  will  receive  a minimum  uniform  price 
of  $4.46  per  hundredweight  for  milk  testing  3.5%,  subject  to  a butterfat  dif- 
ferential of  7.4  cents.  The  minimum  price  is  subject  to  a 4 cents  per 
hundredweight  marketing  service  deduction,  authorized  hauling  charges,  and 
location  differentials. 

The  $4.46  price  for  March  1966  is  10  cents  above  the  February  1966 
price,  and  39  cents  above  the  March  1965  price. 


ESTIMATED  PERCENTAGES  IN  EACH  CLASS 

In  accordance  with  §1047.22(1)  the  Market  Administrator  announced  the 
following  estimated  utilization  percentages  for  March  1966  on  April  12,  1966. 

CLASS  I Skim  75%  BF  68% 

CLASS  II  Skim  25%  BF  32% 


PRODUCER  RECEIPTS  AND  UTILIZATION 

Approved  producers  shipped  23,962,611  pounds  of  milk  to  the  Fort  Wayne 
market  during  March  1966  of  which  17,971,483  pounds  or  75%  was  utilized  in 
Class  I by  15  pool  handlers.  Production  and  Class  I utilization  of  producer 
milk  were  both  up  10%  from  February  1966. 

APRIL  CLASS  I PRICE  $4.90 

The  March  basic  formula  price  of  $3.68  (Wisconsin-Minnesota  Series) 
was  increased  by  the  standard  differential  of  $1.20  and  further  increased  by 
a supply-demand  adjustment  of  $0.02  to  establish  the  Fort  Wayne  Class  I 
price  for  April,  This  price  of  $4.90  is  10  cents  more  than  the  March 
Class  I price. 

CLASS  I PRICES  FOR  MAY  AND  JUNE 

In  accordance  with  an  amendment  to  the  Fort  Wayne  Federal  Order,  effective 
April  10,  1966,  Class  I prices  for  May  and  June  will  not  be  less  than  the  above 
April  1966  price  of  $4.90.  However,  computation  of  these  prices  under  the 
unamended  provisions  of  the  Order  may  result  in  a higher  Class  I price  for 
these  months. 


PRODUCER  PRICE  FOR  APRIL 

Section  1047.71  (h)  of  the  Fort  Wayne  Order  has  been  suspended  for  the 
month  of  April  1966.  This  means  that  money  paid  into  the  market-wide  pool  by 
handlers  for  April  milk  deliveries  and  customarily  set  aside  for  distribution 
to  producers  in  the  fall  months  of  September,  October,  and  November,  will 
this  year  be  paid  to  producers  on  their  April  deliveries.
